What better time to reflect on Abraham Lincoln, the man who led the 
nation through the most tumultuous crisis in its history and dedicated 
himself to ensuring that “government of the people, by the people, for 
the people, shall not perish from the earth”? 

In February, the U.S. Postal Service commemorates the 200th 
anniversary of Lincoin’s birth with the issuance of four stamps—each 
depicting a different aspect of his life and providing insight into the 
character of one of our nation’s greatest leaders. 

The first stamp, featuring Lincoln as rail-splitter, reminds us that 
Lincoln was of humble origins, born in a one-room log cabin and 
largely self-educated, driven by a love of learning and a determination 
to succeed. In the second stamp we see “Honest Abe,’ the lawyer who 
visited dozens of small towns on the judicial circuit and learned the 
concerns of citizens from alt walks of life. The famous Lincoln-Douglas 
debates of 1858, depicted on the third stamp, highlight the emergence 
of Lincoln as a politician and his outspoken opposition to slavery. 
And the burdens Lincoln faced as President during the Civil War are 
expressed in the final stamp, showing him in conference with Generals
